FRENCH  NORTE  AFRICAN 
tfHEAT  CROP  REDUCED  ,  .  .  - 

The  combined  wheat  crop  of  French  North  Africa  in  1942  is 
indicated  to  be  slightly  "below  average,  and  considerably  below  last 
year's  harvest,  according  to  reports  received  in  the  Office  of  Foreign 
Agricultural  Relations.    During  the  current  year,  the  combined  harvest 
for  the  three  countries  is  estimated  at  about  65  million  bushels,  com- 
pared with  the  1934-1938  average  of  around  72  million  bushels  and  an 
estimated  outturn  in  1941  of  about  80  million  bushels. 

The  crop  in  French  Morocco,  estimated  at  around  24  million  bushels, 
is  about  the  same  as  in  1940  and  the  average,  but  much  below  the  large 
crop  of  1941.     Growing  conditions  were  less  favorable  in  many  parts  of 
the  country  this  season,  with  storms  and  hot  winds  causing  damage,  es- 
pecially to  soft  (bread)  wheat,  while  extreme  humidity  caused  rust,  par- 
ticularly on  native  holdings.    Lack  of  farm  labor  and  fuel  for  mechanized 
equipment  is  said  to  be  handicapping  farmers  in  preparing  the  soil  for 
the  next  year's  crop  and,  according  to  information  received  in  the  Depart- 
ment, the  outlook  is  for  a  further  reduction  in  crop  acreage  for  harvest 
in  1943.     During  each  of  the  past  2  years,  the  area  seeded  to  wheat  has 
declined  and  particularly  the  durum  acreage  in  1942.     Durum  wheat  has 
usually  accounted-  for  the  bulk  of  the  Moroccan  harvest  and  the  indicated 
reduction  in  the  current  crop  is  largely  of  this  type. 

Regulations  concerning  the  purchase"' and  sale  of  wheat  during  the 
current  season  have  been  set  at  260  francs  per  quintal  ($1.51  per  bushel). 
This  price  is  for  wheat  of  first  quality  delivered  at  the  mill.  These 
measures,  as  well  as  increased  cost  of  milling  and  halting,  are  reported  to 
necessitate  an  increase  in  bread  prices,  which  will  be  raised  10  percent 
from  3  francs  per  kilogram  (3.1  cents  per  pound)  effective  June  1  to 
November  30,  to  3  francs  60  (3.7  cents)  from  December  1    to  May  31,  1943. 
Levels  at  which  other  cereal  prices  are  to  be  set  have  not  been  announced. 

The  Tunisian  wheat  production  estimates  for  1942  have  been  lowered, 
and  the  total  is  now  placed  at  about  11  million  bushels.     Of  this  amount, 
it  is  estimated  that  soft  wheat  constitutes  about  5  million  bushels  and 
durum  slightly  over  6  million  bushels-.     The  total,  compared  with  the 
1941  crop,  is  a  reduction  of  about  25  percent,  but  is  still  above  the 
small  crop  of  1940.    - 

Reported  annual  domestic  consumption  of  wheat  for  Tunisia  usually 
amounts  to  around  11  million  bushels,  or  about  the  same  as  the  present 
crop.    According  to  reports-,  however,  local  officials  have  authorized  the 
shipment  of  a  million  bushels  of  Tunisian  soft  wheat  to  Franc©  during  the 
period  June  15  -  July  31,  1942.     This  is  possible  because  the  use  of 
barley  as  a  bread  grain  is  quite  common  in  North  Africa,  especially  by 
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the  native  population,  and  permits  substitution  for  wheat.     The  1S42 
"barley  crop  is  estimated  at  about  9.7  million  bushels,  which  would  indi- 
cate some  surplus,  as  domestic  disappearance  usually  ranges  from  around 
7  to  S  million  bushels. 

In  order  to  stimulate  exports  of  wheat  to  Prance,  a  decree  was 
proposed,  which  provided  for  a  "bonus  on  prompt  shipments  -  the  bonus  of 
25  francs  per  quintal  (15.5  cents  per  bushel)  to  "be  paid  on  shipments 
made  before  July  20  and  a  20-franc  bonus  (12.4  cents  per  bushel)  on  ship- 
ments between  that  date  and  August  10,  1942.    A  Government  decree  makes 
it  mandatory  that  a  grower  deliver  to  a  designated  agency  a  specified 
quantity  or  share  of  his  crop. 

In  Algeria  the  current  crop,  unofficially  estimated  at  a  minimum 
of  30  million  "bushels,  is  slightly  below  that  of  1941  and  about  14  per- 
cent below  the  1934-1938  average.     In  1942,  soft  (bread)  wheat  is  esti- 
mated to  account  for  about  9  million  bushels  of  the  total,  and  durum  is 
estimated  at  21  million.     This  is  a  "better  outturn  than  was  expected 
earlier  in  the  season.     Labor  and  fuel  shortages  are  reported  to  have 
delayed  threshing  operations  considerably.    Official  prices  for  the  1942 
crop  have  been  set  on  soft  wheat  of  first  quality  at  a  net  price  to 
grower  of  350  francs  per  hectolitre  ($2.35  per  bushel)  and  on  hard  wheat, 
365  francs  ($2.98  per  "bushel). 

Exports  to  Prance  from  the  new  crop  were  set  at  1,600,000  bushels 
and  were  expected  to  move  out  "by  July  31.    Daring  the  latter  part  of  the 
past  season,  "before  the  new  harvest,  domestic  wheat  supplies  were  re- 
ported quite  short.     The  present  rate  of  extraction  of  wheat  flour  is  95 
percent,  and  liberal  admixtures  of  wheat-flour  substitutes  are  being 
used.    Barley,  which  is  another  important  food  grain  in  Algeria,  is  esti- 
mated at  the  same  figure  as  last  year's  crop  and  the  average,  around  32 
million  "bushels.    A  crop  of  this  size  should  permit  increased  domestic 
utilization  and  also  afford  some  surplus  for  export.

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MEXICAIT  7JHEAT  PBOHTCTICIT  INCHEASSD  .  .  . 

The  current  wheat  crop  in  Mexico  is  now  placed  at  about  15,800,000 
"bushels,  or  about  4  million  "bushels  above  the  1S41  crop,  according  to  in- 
formation received  from  the  American  Embassy  in  Mexico  City.    At  this  . 
figure  the  crop  would  "be,  with  the  single  exception  of  the  1931  produc- 
tion, the  largest  on  record.     Good  moisture  supplies  at  seeding  time  and 
favorable  growing  and  harvesting- conditions  were  general  throughout  the 
wheat- growing"  areas .     These  favorable  conditions  constitute  a  contrast 
with  the  unfavorable  circumstances  under  which  the  1941  crop  matured,  when 
heavy  losses  from  stem  rust  resulted.     Shis  increased  production,  however, 
still  falls  short  of  the  total  domestic  requirements,  estimated  for  this 
season  at  around  18.4  million  bushels.     Imports  of  some  2-3  million 
bushels  of  wheat  would  thus  appear  to  be  required  on  the  basis  of  present 
production  and  other  data. 

The  harvest  of  the  early  corn  crop  of  the  coastal  areas  has  been 
completed  and  resulted  in  a  better  yield  than  had  been  expected.  It  is 
reported  that  the  early  crop  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  requirements 
until  the  main  crop  has  been  harvested,  ^hile  it  is  too  earl;'-  to  fore- 
cast the  production  of  the  main  crop,  present  prospects  indicate  a  har- 
vest approximating,  though  probably  a  little  below,  the  large  outturn  of 
last  year. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  war,  and  particularly  since  early  1941, 
food  prices  in  Mexico  have  advanced  and  have  imposed  considerable  hard- 
ship on  the  population,  whose  purchasing  power  is  limited.    In  the  sum- 
mer of  1941  the  Mexican  Government  established  an  agency  -  the  ITacional 
Distribuidcra  y  Peguladora,  S.  A.  de  C.  7.  -  in  an  attempt  to  control 
prices.    On  April  29  of  this  year  a  decree  prohibiting  the  export  of  corn, 
beans,  and  rice  was  issued,  and. on  May  19  the  Government  issued  a  decree 
giving  the  above-mentioned  distributors  exclusive  control  over  these 
commodities.

CANADIAN  FLAXSEED  CROP 
LARGEST  SINCE  1913  .   .  . 

The  Canadian  Government  has  just  released  the  first  official 
estimate  for  the  1942-43  flaxseed  crop.    Production  is  placed  at  about 
17,000,000  "bushels  from  1,500,000  acres,  compared  with  6,400,000  "bushels 
and  958,000  acres  in  1941-42.    Both  area  and  production  are  the  largest 
since  1913,  and  the  yield  per  acre  is  considerably  above  that  of  recent 
years . 

Stocks  of  flaxseed  on  July  31  were  slightly  over  1,000,000  "bushels, 
and  when  added  to  the  new  crop,  Canada  will  have  a  heavy  exportable  sur- 
plus, despite  an  increase  in  consumption.     The  maximum  crushing  capacity 
last  year  was  only  4,000,000  bushels,  but  this  is  expected  to  be  increased 
during  the  1942-43  season.    The  Government  now  has  complete  control  of  all 
commercial  flaxseed  supplies,  and  the  minimum  price  of  $2.25  per  bushel 
became  effective  August  1,  1942. 

Canada  is  expected  to  furnish  the  United  States  with  5,000,000 
bushels  of  flaxseed  or  more,  if  needed,  from  the  new  crop.    The  United 
States,  with  a  record  crop  of  42,513,000  bushels,  is  expected  to  require 
a  much  smaller  volume  of  imports  during  the  1942-43  season.

PSHJ'S  COTTON  CROP  ABOUT ■  EQUAL 
TO  1941  HARVEST  ... 

Because  of  favorable  weather  conditions  in  Pern,  a  1942  cotton  crop 
of  318,000  "bales  (of  478  pounds)  is  expected,  despite  a  decrease  in  acre- 
age from  420,000  acres  in  1941-  to  363,000  this  year.  The  quality  of  this 
year's  crop  is  also  expected  to  "be  good.  ".'  ... 

Exports  of  25,000  hales  in  August  were  higher  than  for  any  month 
since  October  1941,  hut  the  total  for  January-August  1942  amounted  to  . 
only  96,000  hales  compared  with  255,000  for  a  similar  period  in  1941. 
Chile  accounted  for  11,000  hales  of  the  August  total,  the  United  Kingdom 
8,000,  and  Colombia  3,000.     Sales  of  cotton  from  the  1942  crop  to  July  17 
amo\inted  to  147,000  hales,  or  46  percent  of  the  estimated  production,. 

Cotton  prices  have  "been  supported  "by  an  arrangement,  arrived  at 
on  April  24,  1942,  wherehy  United  States  representatives  agreed  to  "buy.  . 
limited  quantities  of  Peruvian  cotton  (see  5b reign  Crops  and  Markets, 
July  13,  1942).    Spot  prices  of  Tanguis  "basis  grade  at  Lima  averaged 
76.78  soles  per  quintal  of  46  kilograms  (11.64  cents  per  pound)  in  May 
compared  with  68.72  soles  (10.42  cents)  in  &pril,  and  52.10  soles  (7.90 
cents)  in  May  1941.    Average  prices  of  Pima  for  corresponding  months 
were  93.00  soles  (14.10  cents),  105.01  soles  (15.93  cents),  and  86.03 
soles  (13.05  cents),  respectively. 


SISAL  PRODUCTION  ENCOURAGED 
IN  BRITISH  EAST  AFRICA  .  .  . 

Production  of  sisal  in  British  East  Africa  (Tanganyika,  Kenya, 
and  Uganda)  is  expected  to  reach  a  record  level  of  ahout  140,000  long 
tons  this  year  compared  with  a  previous  record  of  123,000  tons  in  1938. 
Production  was  restricted  to  100,000  tons  in  1941  after  heavy  stocks 
had  accumulated  as  a  result  of  shipping  difficulties  and  relatively  high 
prices  f  ixed  by  'an"  agreement  with  the  British  Government  shortly -after 
the  outbreak  of  war.    Japanese  occupation  early  in  1942  of  the  Philippine 
Islands  and  the  Netherlands  Indies,  two  important  sources  for  hard  fibers 
has  increased  the  export  demand  for  East  African  sisal  beyond  the  imme- 
diate production  capacitj^  of  those  areas.     The  shortage  of  shipping 
space,  however,  may  retard  the  movement  of  such  supplies  as  become  avail- 
able for  shipment.    The  Philippines,  with  an  annual  production  of  160,000 
to  180,000  tons,  are  'the  only  major  source  for  abaca,  and  the  Netherlands 
Indies  normally  accounts  for  75,000  to  100,000  tons,  or  30  to  40  percent 
of  the  world  sisal  production,  as  well  as  small  quantities  of  abaca  and 
henequen.

Soil  and  climatic  conditions  in  East  Africa  are  reported  to  "be 
among  the  most  favorable  in  the  irorld  for  the  cultivation  of  the  several 
species  of  agave  plants  that  produce  sisal.     The  first  plants  were  intro- 
duced into  Tanganyika  (formerly  German  East  Africa)  in  1893,  and  produc- 
tion has  increased  steadily  since  that  time,  following  a  sharp  upward 
trend  during  the  20  years  prior  to  1939.     The  expansion  of  production  is 
normally  a  slow  process  because  the  plants  require  3  to  4  years  to  reach 
maturity.     In  East  Africa,  however,  production  was  restricted  only  dur- 
ing 1941,  and  most  of  the  old  stock  is  still  standing.     It  .is  estimated 
that  the    production  could  have  reached  175,000  tons  in  1942,  except  for 
shortages  of  labor,  machinery,  and  transportation  facilities.    For  these 
reasons,  a  maximum  of  about  150,000  tons  is  forecast  for  1943.    About  80 
percent  of  the  East  African  sisal  is  produced  in  Oknganyika  Territory, 
with  most  of  the  remainder  coming  from  Kenya  Colony. 

Prices  were  favorable  until  about  1931  but  fluctuated    at  low 
levels  from  that  year  until    -1939  except  for  one  period  of  about  18 
months.    Just  before  the  outbreak  of  war  in  1939,  prices  had  reached  a 
low  level  of  around  £16  ($64.40  at  current  rates  of  exchange)  per  long 
ton,  and  many  sisal  producers  had  turned  to  other  crops.  Immediately 
after  the  war  began,  the  British  Government  purchased  (for  British  and 
Allied  requirements)  a  large  proportion  of  the  1939  production  at  £26 
($105.65),  with  an  understanding  that  remaining  supplies  would  not  be 
exported  to  other  foreign  markets  at  lower  prices.     Further  sales  thus 
became  difficult,  because  Mexican  henequen,  Java  sisal,  and,  at  times, 
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Manila  hemp  (abaca  )  were  available  at  much  lower  prices  until  Japan 
entered  the  war.    On  November  1,  1940,  the  British  Ministry  of  Supply 
agreed  to  buy  the  entire  East  African  sisal  production  up  to  100,000 
tons  with  the  same  price  arrangement.     Stocks  on  hand  at  the  end  of 
September  1940  meanwhile  had  reached  about  30,000  tons  compared  with  a 
more  normal  figure  of  around  10,000  tons. 

In  pre-war  years,  about  half  of  East  Africa's  sisal  production  was 
exported  to  the  United  Kingdom  and  Belgium,  while  the  Netherlands,  Prance, 
and  Germany  accounted  for  an  additional  30  to  40  percent.     The  United 
States,  Canada,  Australia,  and  Argentina  are  important  consumers  of  sisal, 
but  apparently  the  bulk  of  the  requirements  in  these  countries  was  ob- 
tained from  other  sources,  principally  Mexico  and  the  Netherlands  Indies. 
The  loss  of  consuming  markets  on  the  European  Continent  has  now  been  off- 
set by  the  temporary  elimination  of  competition  from  Philippine  and  Java 
fibers.    The  current  outlook  for  exports  of  East  African  sisal  to  Allied 
grain-producing  countries  is  considered  exceptionally  favorable. 

One  of  the  xorincipal  uses  for  sisal,  except  where  henequen  is 
available,  is  for  the  manufacture  of  binder  twine,  although  important 
quantities  are  used  for  ropes  (up  to  one  inch),  other  cordage,  bags,  up- 
holstery, and  more    recently,  paper  (from  sisal  pulp).     Since  the  use  of 
abaca    in  the  United  States  has  been  restricted  to  essential  military  re- 
quirements, sisal  is  being  substituted  to  the  extent  that  limited  supplies 
are  available.     Increased  domestic  production  of  hemp,  however,  is  planned 
to  meet  a  considerable  portion  of  these  requirements  in  1943  and  subse- 
quent years,  while  production  of  sisal  or  other  cordage  fibers  is  being 
expanded  in  nearly  all  Latin  American  countries-.     It  is  a  significant 
fact  that  world  consumption  of  sisal  nearly  doubled  during  the  10  years 
prior  to  1939,  in  spite  of  the  inroads  made  by  the  combine  that  cuts  and 
threshes  grain  without  the  use  of  twine. 

Despite  the  exceptionally  strong  demand  and  favorable  prices  for 
East  African  sisal,  there  are  a  number' of  serious  difficulties  that  may 
prevent  any  appreciable  increase  in  production  above  the  1942  level  as 
long  as  present  conditions  continue.     The  sisal  industry  is  handicapped 
by  a  labor  shortage  due  to  military  conscription,  Government  efforts  to 
increase  cultivation  of  food  crops  and  cotton,  labor  needed  for  road 
construction  and  other  military  projects,  internment  and  prison  camps, 
mining,  and  logging.    Many  British  owners  and  overseers  of  sisal  planta- 
tions also  have  joined  the  military  forces,  causing  a  shortage  of  super- 
visory and  technical  workers.    A  shortage  of  railroad  rolling  stock  and 
ocean  freight  space,  inadequate  storage  facilities  at  ports  of  shipment, 
difficulty  of  obtaining  additional  .decorticating  machinery  or  parts,  and 
excessive  rains  during  the  first  half  of  1942  are  important  fo.ctors 
contributing  to  the  difficulties  of  meeting  the  greatly  increased  demand 
for  East  African  sisal.

CANADIAN  TOBACCO  CROP  REPORTED  SMALLER 
DESPITE  INCREASED  ACREAGE  ... 

The  first  estimate  of  1942  tobacco  production  in  Canada  indicates 
a  decrease  of  about  13  percent  in  the  crop,  as  compared  with  1S41,  de- 
spite the  fact  that  the  area  planted  to  tobacco  this  year  was  greater  by 
10  percent.     It  is  reported  by  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  that  the 
total  current  crop  will  amount  to  approximately  79.2  million  pounds  from 
a  planted  area  of  77,480  acres  as  compared  with  91.2  million  pounds  from 
70,560  acres  in  1941.     The  crop  is  described  as  a  wet-weather  crop,  which 
would  indicate  that  the  leaf  may  be  lacking  in  body  and  texture  and  will 
probably  weigh  lighter  than  usual. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  total  flue-cured  crop  will  amount  to  62.2 
million  pounds  as  compared  with  72.2  million  in  1941,  or  a  decrease  of 
about  13  percent.    A  yield  of  approximately  992  pounds  per  acre,  expected 
from  this  crop,  is  above  the  average  of  971  pounds,  but  compares  unfavor- 
ably with  the  record  yield  of  1,304  pounds  last  year.     The  burley  crop, 
estimated  at  about  9.8  million  pounds,  is  lower,  despite  the  larger  acre- 
age; the  1941  crop  was  just  under  10  million  pounds.    Estimates  for  the 
dark  types  are  also  lower,  amounting  to  a  little  less  than  2.0  million 
pounds.    On  September  2,  the  harvest  of  the  flue-cured  crop  was  reported 
well  under  way  with  45  percent  already  in.    The  leaf  is  ripening  rapidly, 
and  with  good  weather  most  of  it  will  be  housed  early.

PROSPECTS  FOE  AUSTRALIAN  1942-43 
DAIRY  SEASON  NOT  IMPROVED  l/  .  .  . 

Although  latest  reports  from  Australia  indicate  a  slight  improvement 
in  the  dairy  situation  as  a  result  of  good  rains  in  recent  months,  there  is 
little  promise  of  a  greatly  increased  production  in  thel942-43  (July-June) 
season.    Drought  conditions  have  "been  largely  responsible  for  the  consider- 
able decrease  in  production  of  dairy  products  in  1941-42,  "but  other  factors, 
including  the  lack  of  manpower ,.  the  scarcity  and  high  price  of  fodder,  and 
the  slaughtering  of  young  dairy  heifers  for  beef,  have  also  adversely  af- 
fected output.    With  the  exception  of  drought,  all  of  these  conditions  :. 
still  remain,  and,  while  a  good  season  for  feed  production 'will  help,  the 
prospects  of  filling  Australia's  own  requirements,  as  well  as  those  of  ; 
Great  Britain,  for  dairy  products  in  1942-43  appear  "remote. 

Fron  the  point  of  view  of  demand,  prospects  of  the  dairying 
industry  are  very  promising.    The  Minister  of  Commerce  indicated  that 
Britain's  requirements  from  Australia  during  1942-43  would  include  70,000 
long  tons  (156,800,000  pounds)  of  choicest  and.  first-grade  butter,  to-.  ; 
gether  with  10,000  long  tons  (22,400,000  pounds)  or  more  of  pure  butter- 
fat,  processed  from  second-grade  and  pastry-quality  butter.  This 
represents  an  increase  from  the  1941-42  contract  of  57,000  long  tons  of 
butter.     It  is  understood  that  the  British  Ministry  of  Food  is  not  reduc- 
ing its  requirements  for  cheese  (40,000  long  tons,  or  89,600,000  pounds 
in  1941--42)  but  that  it  no  longer  desires  it  in  preference  to  butter.  In 
addition,  Britain  is  prepared  to  purchase  large  quantities  of  condensed 
and  dried  milk  from  Australia. 

With  butter  again  at  the  head  of  priorities  of  dairy  products 
required  by  Great  Britain  in  1942-43,  no  further  encouragement  is  being 
given  to  the  establishment  of  additional  cheese  factories  in  Queensland, 
the  State  where  the  greatest  expansion  in  the  pro duction  of  cheese  was 
taking  place.    It  is  reported  that  under  the  program  to  increase  cheese 
production  in  Australia,  Queensland  received  15  new  factories,  and  at  39 
of  the  44  old  factories,  additional  facilities  had  been  provided. 
Capital  already  expended  in  increasing  cheese-making  plants  however, 
will  doubtless  justify  itself,  as  the  British  Government  is  not  reducing 
its  requirements  for  cheese.. 

Latest  production  figures  available  are  for  the  10  months  ended 
April  30,1942.    Factory-production  of  butter  in  that  period  at  315  mil-  . 
lion  pounds  was  13.9  and  23.2  percent  below  that  of  the  same  periods  of; 
1940-41  and  1933-40,  respectively.     Cheese  production  in  the  10  months

Eurin-g  the  11  months  ended  May  31,1942,  Australia  exported  118 
million  pounds  of  butter  as  compared  with  186  million  pounds  in  the  same 
period  of  1940-41.

Although  no  very  recent  figures  are  available,  it  has  been 
reported  that  Australian  dairy  herds  are  being  depleted  because  of  the 
sale  of  cows  .  and -young  heifers  for  beef.    This  indiscriminate  •  disposal 
and  slaughter  of' cows  and  young  stock,  used  normally  for  breeding,  is 
expected  to  be  prevented  by  the  Commonwealth. 

With  the  improvement  in  seasonal  conditions,  the  supply  of 
adequate  labor  is  the  greatest  problem  confronting  the  dairy  industry, 
and,  if  production  is  to  be  stepped  up,  more  manpower  should  be  made 
available.    Apart  from  heavy  enlistments  in 'the -military  services,  many 
farmers  and  farm  laborers  went  into  munition  factories ,  especially  dur- 
ing the  drought  period.     This  left  the  dairy  industry  under-manned.  In 
spite  of  efforts  to  maintain  sufficient  laborers  by  the  use  of 'more  women 
on  dairy  farms  and  by  deferments  of  male  laborers  from  the  military  serv- 
ices, the  drift  of  labor  from  dairy  farms  still  continues.  ■..  The  high  wages 
paid  in  the  war  industries  are  attracting  a  great  many  men  and  women. 

Recognizing  the  .serious  difficulties  confronting  dairy  farmers, 
the  Commonwealth  Government  appointed  a  Dairy  Committee  of  Investigation 
early  in  Jul:/  1942.    The  Committee's  task  is  to  recommend  measures  nec- 
essary to  place  the  dairy  industry  on  a  sound  basis,  not  only  from  the 
viewpoint  of  an  "immediate  stimulation  of  production,  but  also  in  rela- 
tion to  the  post-war  period.    The  committee  will  discuss  action  necessary 
to  meet  production  demands  of  the  coming  year,  the  depletion  of  dairy 
herds,  manpower  shortage,  slaughter  and  disposal  of  young  stock,  pro- 
vision of  fodder,  financial  assistance,  employees'  rates,  dairymen's 
returns,  and  prices  for  principal  dairy  products.

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UNITED  STATES  FOREIGN  TRADE  IN  AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTS, 
BY  COUNTRIES,  1941 


The  accompanying  statistical  tables  are  supplementary  to  the  1941 
calendar-year  report  on  the  foreign  trade  of  the  United  States,  which 
was  issued  as  a  supplement  to  Foreign  Crops  a,nd  Markets  under  date  of 
June  23,  1942. 

The  years  1938  , through  1941,  for  which  data  are  shown  in  these 
tables,  cover  the  immediate  pre-war  period  as  well  as  the  first  2  years 
of  the  war,  during  which  the  United  States  was  "preparing  its  defenses, 
giving  economic  assistance  to  the  democracies,  and  curtailing  trade  with 
the  Axis  powers.     The  development  of  trade  with  Latin  America  and  with 
parts  of  Africa  and  the  Far  East,  and  the  decline  of  trade  with  Europe 
and  Japan  were  clearly  marked  even  before  the  attack  on  Pearl  Harbor  and 
the  subsequent  active  participation  of  the  United  States  in  the  war. 
The  rapid  increase  in  nonagri cultural  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom, 
preceding  the  Lend-Lease  program  by  a  full  year,  and  the  rise  in  1941  of 
farm  exports  under  the  stimulus  of  Lend-Lease  aid,  are  also  indicated. 
The  loss  of  the  foreign  trade  in  cotton  through  the  closing  of  the 
continental  European  and  Japanese  markets  had  occurred  before  the  end 
of  1941  and  is  also  reflected  in  the  figures  here  presented. 

Except  as  otherwise  noted,  all  trade  figures  in  this  publication 
are  compiled  from  publications  and  official  records  of  the  Bureau  of 
Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce.

General  Note 


The  term  "foreign  trade"  refers  to  trade  "between  the  United  States 
(including  the  noncontiguous  territoris  of  Alaska,  Hawaii,  Puerto  Pdco, 
and,  from  January  1,   1935,   to  December  31,  1939,   the  Virgin  Islands) 'and 
foreign  countries.

C  omp  1  em  en  tar?*  agricultural  imports  include  all  others,  about  95  percent 
of  which  consist  of  rubber,   coffee,  raw  silk,   cacao  "beans,  wool  for 
carpets,  "bananas,  tea,  and  spices. 

In  the  classification  of  foreign  trade  "by  country  of  origin  and 
destination,  trade  with  Austria  beginning  Hay  6,  1938,  and  that  with 
the  Sudeten  area,  as  far  as  ascertainable,  beginning  November  10,  1938, 
is  included  with  Germany,  while  trade  with  other  Czechoslovak  Provinces 
occupied  "by  Germany,  Hungary,  and  Poland  has  "been -included  with  those 
countries  since  March  18  or  19,  1939.     Trade  with  Lithuanian  territory 
of  Memel  has  "been  included  with  Germany  since  March  25,  1939.
